What Makes the Heart Beat. 

The beating of the heart does not depend on 
the general nervous system, either cerebro- 
spinal orsympathetic, as may be showa by 
the fact that the heart of a tortoise continues 
to beat for many hours after it has been cut 
out. In fact, it may be cutinto parts, and 
those parts will continue to beat. The fact 
is explained by Professor Foster, of London, 
in a lecture reported in Appleton’s Journal, 
as depending on the character of the nerve 
ofthe heart. The ordinary nerves consist 
simply of fibers, and can only convey inpres- 
sions made upon it by nexzve cells, such as 
are found inthe brain, ormgangiia, orin the 
Pacinian corpuscles at the extremities of the 
nerves. Now the nerves of the heart combine 
both fibers and célls, and itis the action of 
these cells that affects the nerve fibers, origi- 
nating nerve force, and thus governs the 
muscular movement of the heart.
